ANOTHER KILLING. 

jjoc Calaway Kills His Broth- 
! er in Lumpkin County. 

i On Wednesday of tost week just 

! as the sun was hiding herself be- 
i hind the western bills another hor- 
| rible affair occurred in the vvesl- 
j ern portion of Lumpkin county 
Uboat 11 miles from Dahlonega. 
j oe Caloway killed his brother 
Will in the field with an ax who 
had to do so to keep from losing 
his own life, but this our citizens 
were not aware of until the Satur- 
day following as Joe was brought 
to town on the day after the killing 
by Constable J. F. Perdew and 
put in jail in the absence of the 
sheriff, who stated that The coro- 
ner would be in town probably the 
next day with the papers, and our 
people all put it down as another 
case of murder and didn't know 
j any better until the apoaarance of 
I Coroner Satterfield who came in as 
before stated with the testimony 
of half a down witnesses and the 
verdict of the jury which reads as 
follows: "We the jury find that 
Joe Caloway killed Bill Caloway 
in self defense," signed ft. H< 
Satterfield foreman, which was 
presented to Sheriff Davis and Joe 
Caloway was released from prison 
at once. Why he was put in jail 
we cannot say. 

Joe Calloway lives in Nimble- 
will district and Will lived any 
where his hat was on his head, 
Will was mad at Joe something 
about an estate, claiming that he 
hadn't got Ids part. A few min- 
utes before Will left his mothers 
house to go where his brother was 
he made threats. Joe was at work

where they found Will lying 
the ground with his brains oozing 
from two deep wounds on the 
head— one on the right side of his 
forehead and the other on the back 
of the head -made by the poll of an 
ax which Joe hold in his hand. A 
pistol was also found with one 
empty which Joe said 
discharged at him. Joe 
effort to get away. He 
d to kill his brother in 
save himself. The wound- 
ed man was carried to the house 
and expired in about two hours 
afterwards. Joe was placed under 
arrest, and that night the coro- 
ner was notified who went and per- 
formed bis duty and the jury ren- 
dered a just verdict no doubt ac> 
cording to the testimony. 

The following is the testimony: 
S. A. Porter swears: "I heard 
Bill Caloway say at different times 
that he would kill Joe Caloway." 

Second witness (name not giy- 
giyen): "1 heard Bill Calowa/say 
• that he would have his part of the | 
estate if he had to kill Joe. Heard 
him say this not more than ten 
minutes before he was killed." 

The mother of both the boys 
swore: "Bill asked me yesterday 
togetold man VVehunt out of the 
house so he could open the trunk. 
He said he would kill Joe if he did 
not get me the bullet moulds." 

W, M. Newberry swears: (i I 
heard Bill Caloway say at differ- 
ent times that he would kill Joe. I 
saw him take Joe by the neck with 
his knife open and say that he 
would kill him, but Joe begged 
him out of the notion." 

Mrs. S. A. Porter also swore 
that she beard Bill say that ho 
would kill Joe. 

Will Caloway was a desperate 
man. It is said that the people 
dreaded him wherever he went, lie 
was the same man who was confin- 
ed in Lumpkin county jail some 
months ago, arrested on 'suspicion 
of stealing something in Union 
county, and while imprisoned tried 
to commit suicide by breaking up 
a lamp chimney and eating a 
portion of the pieces. It was sup- 
posed that it won id kill him and 
he was carried to the home of his 
mother to die, but he got up in a 
day or two and left out and had not 
been in that section since until the 
ime ho lost his life. 



Very likely the people of Geor- 
gia would be surprised if I were 'to 
state to them that the Tennessee 
riyer heads in Rabun county, Gra. 
Yet it is no less true, and further 
that the name and source of the 
Tennessee river is traced to the 
yery top of the Blue Ridge in that 
notable Rabun Gap four miles 
from Clayton. 

There rises also in the same gap 
a branch of the Savannah river 
which runs southward from the 
gap. The head springs of the 
Savannah could by a small ditch be 
turned north, and the spring of 
the Tonne-see could be turned 
south quite as easily. In the gap 
or depression in the Blue Ridge 
beautiful fields containing five or 
six hundred acres arc snread out 



to the foot-hill. They are in Cul- 
tivation, and have in them several 
houses well built and painted, the 
houses of citizens who live there. 
Most of this land is on the head 
of the Tennessee river, and 
is reached by good roads along the 
gently flowing river under a light 
grade. 

From the south side there is a 
little ascent up to the gap and a 
small cascade in the creek just at 
the edge of the valley where there 
had been for many years a small 
grist mill built in the early settling 
of the county. The Charleston and 
Knoxville com pany graded a rail- 
road through this gap more than 
thirty years ago. On entering ■ 
from the south this little yalley, 
on the top of the Blue Ridge at the 
head of the little Tennessee riyer, 
the observer is at once attracted 
by mountain tops which surround 
this plat of ground in a serai-cir- 
cle like sentinels, four on the sonth 
or right hand and three on the 
north. This circle extends from 
the falls or cascade, where stood 
the little grist mill, to the white 
house, the residence of Gen. Mil- 
ler which was built more than 60 
years ago, at the first settling of 
this country. This is the house at 
which Dr. H. V. Miller, who died 
in Atlanta a few years ago, was 
brought up. 
This little valley, at its entrance, 
'here the little grist 
than one 



dred feet wide between the foot 
. yet as the Miller place, 
where little Tennessee leaves the 
valley, the distance from the hills 
on one side to those ou the other is 
perhaps five or six hundred feet. 
A good picture of this scene would 
be interesting to any one. It, is 
attractive indeed, to fully under- 
stand and appreciated should bo 
seen, as no pen description can give 
a very satisfactory result of it. We 
have said this much to call the at- 
tention of Georgians to this bean* 
tif ul spot on our natiye soil, and 
lead some ready writer to give us 
a fine description of it and of the 
little Tennessee, two miles farther 
on, still in this state. Wo know of 
no valley in the mountains that ex- 
cels or even equals this valley at 
the head of the little Tennessee riv- 
er in Rabun county, nestled as it is 
among the hills and peaks on top 
of the Blue Bidge. 

I write to say that in the past 
ages the indications are that there 
was a lake of water here, as there 
are large smooth gray, greenish 
and white rocks as we find them in 
the bed of rivers, as if they bad 
been water washed. Also there is 
a shoal across the Tennessee river 
a half mile, below Gen. Millers res- 
idence which backed the water up 
and covered a large era of land. 
Some fifteen years ago this shoal 
was blasted out and a canal four or 
fiye. miles long was opened up 
through the Miller farm and up 
the Wolf fork of the river, drying 
and redeeming the large era of land 
which is now in a yery high state 
of cultivation. These are the evi- 
dences that it was a lake.

State Pensions. 

Judge Richard Johnson, com- 
missioner of pensions, has just 
completed the work of compiling 
his annual report for 1899, which 
is very interesting. 

In the year 1898 the total num- 
ber of pensions paid were 10,394, 
and in 1899 11,125, an increase of 
731. 

The now claims paid in 1899 were 
1,308, loss from rolls 1898, 577. 
being an increase of 731. 

The total amount paid in pen- 
sions during the year was $609,760, 
and in 1899 $652,820, an increase 
of $43,060. 

The pensions paid to widows in 

1898 were 3,830— $60 to each— 
amounting to $229,800, and in 

1899 3,706 at $60, $222,360, being 
a loss of 124, amounting to $7,440. 
Loss from rolls in 1898, 177. The 
new claims under this head for 
1899 are 53, being a loss of 124. 

Under the head of invalid pen- 
sions it is shown in the report that 
:n 1899 there were 3,453 amounting 
to $192,500, and in 1898 there were 
3,398, amounting to $190,000,, an 
increase of 55, amounting to $52,- 
500. The new claims paid in this 
year, 1899, were 178. Loss f mm 
rolls of 198 is 123, showing an in- 
increase of 55. 

Fulton county receives^ the 
largest amount -$37,020— and Mc- 
intosh the smallest $420 Lump- 
kin county gets $4,225. 18 widows 
get $1,080; 18 invalids get $865 
and 38 indigent draw $1,140.

This 
property has heretofore been 
known as the Fred Price gold lot, 
situated within .the corporate lim- 
its of Dalilonega, upon which some 
rich veins have been struck. 

•Messrs. Mark H. Griffin and D. 
R. Wolfe, of Exnia, Ohio, after 
spending a couple of days last week 
looking over the mines, took their 
departure Friday afternoon. They 
were very favorably impressed 
with our mineral resources, and 
talked as if they would make an 
investment. They left via. of the 
Barlow mine and saw something 
down there no doubt that made 
them open their eyes. 

The probabilities are that the 
world's gold production will con 
tinuc to increase for a number of 
years to oome. Processes have 
lately been inyented by which ore 
whiela yields only $2 per ton, can 
be profitably worked. Ten years 
ago ore that did not yield as much 
as $6 per ton was regarded as 
worthless. The amount of the low 
grade ore "in sight" is said to be 
practically incalculable. There arc 
million of dollars' worth of it in 
the hills of Georgia alone. New 
reducing and refining works are 
being constructed in all of the gold 
bearing sections of tbe country. 

They are still making new dis 
coveries down on the Tahloneka 
property. A very rich eighteen 
inch vein was struck latter part of 
last week. Messrs. Murray and 
Mpore brought some of the ore up 
ia#t Friday. One piece wassonpe 
larger than a man's head, which 
was placed on a table in their 
office and we stood off several 
steps and could plainly see the glit- 
tering gold in the stones, Even 
older men than we are could see it. 
And this is not all, they are open- 
ing up a large body of low grade 
ore which measures from eight to 
ten feet across, just the right kind 
to keep a common ten stamp mill 
running profitable for some time 
to come, say nothing of the other 
big bodies of ore already in sight, 
These owners certainly haye some 
thing that they can depend upon. 
They don't have to hunt it for it is 
already found. 

The Consolidated Co. has in- 
creased its force of hands within 
the past two weeks to more than 
three hundred. Last Saturday 
there were on the roll 2?8 men at 
the Hand mine besides a large 
number that were at Work on the 
ditch and other places. The sup 
ply of water to the plant has to be 
incrcaeed.

Some changes have been made 
within the past few days on the in- 
terior of the court house. The 
rainbow bar has been removed and 
a straight one with a nice railing 
has taken its place. The old bench- 
es occupied by the jury have been 
removed and chairs take their 
places. Both of the juries are to 
sit on the right side of the judge 
in comfortable chairs while the 
judge and clerk have been moved 
oyer into the opposide corner. 
Some of the changes are an im- 
provement but we don't think the 
latter is. We have never known the 
judges stand to be in the corner 
(or near so) of a court house be- 
fore. Hero the stand is moved 
within a few feet of the stove and 
almost under the pipe. The stand 
has been cut down so the judges 
seat will only be 12 inches higher 
than the floor of the court room. 
We never read of any such an ar- 
rangement before. The witness 
stand is so far from the jury that 
the solicitor will have to repeat 
what weak jlonged witnesses swear 
else a phonograph will have to be 
used so as to get the evidence to 
the jury. No one can sit in the 
court room and see both judo-e and 
jury except a cross eyed person. 
The arrangement only suits a 
person of this kind. The stove i; 
so close to thc stand that either tin 
judge or jury will suffer all the 
time, for when they heat it up so 
as to warm tbe jury the judge will 
burn and when thjs is not done the 
jury will freeze.

OUR POSTAL SYSTEM. 

Its Wonderful Growth in the 
Lifetime. 

We had a pleasant chat with 
P. M. Farrow this week, about 
our mail system, its commence- 
ment and its progress. When he 
was born no railroad had ever car . 
ried a mail pouch. The railroads 
commenced carrying mall m 1888, 
and steamboats commenced carry- 
ing mail in 1813, only twenty years 
before Postmaster Farrow was 
born. When he was a good big 
.-school boys a letter from Washing- 
ton, D, C. to South Carolina or 
-Georgia eost-2o cts postage and if 
it contained bank checks, 75 ots. 
He remembers>whon postage on a 
letter was reduced too cts provided 
it was not going over three hun- 
dred miles but if any farther than 
that 10 cts. Going back of that to 
one hundred years ago it took a 
letter forty days to go from Sa 
vannah, Ga. to Portland, Me,, and 
back, and it now goes and returns 
in four days. The opening of Post- 
offices for the delivery of mail on 
Sunday commenced 'in 1810, and 
caused a big row when it commerce 
cd. Originally it was it crime 
punished with death to rob the mail 
then it wasredticed to whipping at 
the post in public, and now -is a 
penitentiary crime. There wore no 
such thing as postage stampswhen 
the Colonel was a half grown boy 
but all. postage was paid in money 
and'usually by the person receiving: 
the letter, but it could be prepaid. 
The Colonel was a student at 'the. 
University of Va, when -stamp- 
ed envelopes were first introduced 
in 1853. Postal cards were not 
introduced until 1873.— Crack- 



Laying Corner Stone <?f /Bost- 
wiek Hall. 

Last Saturday the Masonic fra- 
ternity laid the corner sUxn.e of the 
Bostwiek Hall which is .now .being; 
erected as a portion -of the -N. G. 
A .■■College. The ceremonies were 
conducted by. Col. George^'. Na- 
pier who graduated , at ilhc -N. G. 
A. College in 1882, *nd .is now 
Grand Marshal of .the Grand 
Lodge of Georgia iMhsmis. The 
pupils of the graded -school, the 
batalion of cadets and the Mason 
ic fraternity marched in order from 
the public square to- the site of the 
new building. After the usual 
ceremonies for such occasions the 
Masons deposited the following ar- 
ticles in the corner stone: the Bis 
ble, a copy of the by-laws of Blue 
Mountain Lodge, a catalogue of 
the N. G. A. College, a copy of the 
Dahlonega Nugget and Signal, 
some photographs and several 
coins. The stone was then sealed 
and a prayer offered that many 
centimes should elapse before the 
contents of the stone were again 
seen by man. Then after , the ac 
customed sprinkling ,pf the. corn 
and pouring, the vyine and oil the 
crowda'epairt d to, thcehapel. 

Col. "Price'thep made a lengthy 
address, telling in detail how y\\ie 
new building got the name "Bosb 
wick Hall . " It is a'bou t as f-ol lo ws: 
Twenty years ago Mr. Bostwiek, 
northern millionaire, invested sev- 
eral thousand dollars in Georgia 
gold mines. Shortly afterwards 
he decided that he would devote 
a portion of his great wealth to the 
endowment of southern colleges. 
He gave largo sums of money -to 
scyeral institutions and deeded all 
his mining property in Georgia to 
the N. G. A. College. Ho request- 
ed that his name should not be 
mentioned in connection with this 
donation until he was dead. So 
some time after the death of Mr. 
Bostwiek the mining property was 
sold for $U,000 and part of that 
amounts -now being expended to 
erect the greai brick bpdding as 
shown on the first page of thas is- 
.sue that will for many years per- 
petuate the name of Mr. Bostwiek. 

Col. Napier then made an ad- 
dress in which ho told of .the pleas- 
ant memories of college day and 
presented some interesting facts 
concerning the history and pur- 
pose of masonry.

The Manser pistol is a new arm 
that has just been put to practical 
test for the government. Human 
cadavers were used to test the ef- 
fect of the bullets upon human 
tissues. The pistol has an effect- 
iye range of 500 yards and it is 
said to be the most deadly weapon 
of its kind ever invented. At 500 
yards the bullets went entirely 
through the cadavers. It is prov- 
able that the arm will be adopted 
by the army. It is now m use in 
Germany. It is the costliest pistol 
made for army use, the price of 
c;ich in large, contract lots being 
§£2.84. The cartridges cost four 
cents. Smokeless nowdor is used. 
The caliber is 30. The bullets 
have a lead core and a nickle plated 
copper jacket, the weight of each 
projectile being eighty grains.

Intosh r of -Canada, Visited 

Da hi Onega's Mines 

Last Week 

Hon. C. H. Mcintosh, cx-lieut- 
cnant governor of the Canadian 
northwest territories, inclu- 
ding the famous Yukon gold 
fields, after visiting some of the 
most prominent mines of Lumpkin 
county last week, talked very in- 
teresting concerning onr gold fields 
to a Constitution as he was return 
ing home while in Atlanta. 

In answer to a question with th< 
object of his yisit to Georgia, Gov 
ernor Mackintosh said: 

"1 was anxious to compare the 
general mining surroundings of 
California and Georgia, and can 
now unhesitatingly say that Geor- 
gia, to my mind, promises greater 
results, for it has fuel in abu: 
dance, water power sufficient to 
drive the spindles of the continent, 
good roads, and, added to this, 
very cheap labor, as well as wise 
and liberal mining laws. The for- 
eigner is not considered as nor 
treated as an alien; the law is one 
for all, unlike the almost prohibit- 
ive ordinances of Washingston 
state. Added to this, your people 
are square; that is, they are manly 
and honorable, and appear to be- 
lieve in the poliey of live and let 
live. Nearly all the large proper- 
ties in California appear to be in 
litigation." 

Asked what portion of this state 
he inspected, Mr. Mackintosh said: 

"Chiefly Lumpkin county, win 
my friend. Col. S.M. Whorton, is 
rloing capital work near Dahlone 
sra. He was in Rossland, British 
Columbia, opening and working 
there, and first called my at 
i to Georgia. I then prom 
iscd to come and sec for myself, 
and haye been amply rewarded. 
His Calhoun property is very 
promising. This was formerly 
owned, as you know, by the bril- 
liant statesman, Hon. John C. Cal- 
houn — a name to conjure with, 
surely! We in Canada have al- 
ways been believers in and admir- 
ers of the southern people; the 
world knows what heroines the 
women were and how chivalrous 
the men of the south were and are. 
Mind you, this is not mere com- 
bust: I believe what I say." 

"Your opinion is, then, that 
capital will come into the state as 
a mining investment."

Mining Notes. 

H. H. Thomas, of Dahlonega, 

owed us a lot of splendid ore 
last Saturday taken from property 
he has optioned in Gilmer county. 
One vein is from 18 inches to two 
feet and worth about{$5 dollars per 
ton. Another vein measures sey- 
eral feet across at yarious places 
hieh is very rich. Then besides 
these two a largo sulphnret vein has 
been opened up worth from $20 to 
to $30 per ton, so Mr. Thomas in- 
forms us. 

The Thomas lot down on Willow 
reek in Lumpkin county, seems to 
be one of the most valuable pieces 
of property in this section on ac- 
count of containing so many dif» 
ferent minerals, all believed to be 

paying quantities. The owner 
first struck gold, then asbestus and 
a few days ago found a ten foot 
iron vein on the property, and if 
the old man was able to work or 
had plenty of money to spend for 
the purpose there is no telling 
what else he would find on it. 

While in conversation with a 
gentleman the other day he in- 
formed us that he had just opened 
up one of the largest and richest 
veins ever discovered in this whole 
country. It is almost entirely in 
new diggings. He traced the vein 
for a long distance and found gold 
and a plenty of it at nearly every 
opening, At some places the gold 
was eyen found in the dirt. But 
the for like of necessary money to 
supply the mine with water and 

itable machinery to develop it 
had to covei up the sparkling gold 
in the rock and wait, trusting that 
some one will come along m the 
near future with money enough to 
work it. 

We present to our readers on the 
first page of this issue a view of 
the Yahoola cut and the 20 foot 
vein, which is now owned by the 
Dahlonega C. G. M. Co. This 
mine has been operated continus 
ously up till it was purchased by 
the new company for the last 30 
years. There are four valuable 
veins opened up on it now that 
have been tested and show the fol- 
lowing: Vein No. 1, ten feet 
thick, concentrates $192.23. No. 3, 

feet thick, at different places, 
assays from $8.60 to $119.60. No. 
!, two feet thick, from $10.40 to 
to $25.20. No. 4,18 feet thick, 
from 40 cents to $10.40. We 
give these figures merely (to show 
the public the average value of 
the ores and to show what the 
company has in store for its mem 
bers when the chlorination plant 
is completed. There are many oths 
er just such mines in this county^ 
some being still more yaluable. 

It is a wonderful sight to yisit 
the Eaa<3 mine and see the vast 
amount of work that has been done 
there within the past few months 
in grading roads, cutting tunnels, 
building and laying railroad tracks. 
And the rapid progress they have 
made on the large 120 stamp mill 
which is under the supervision of 
Mr. Scott, is astonishing. The 
building is 293 feet long and about 
100 feet wide, sheathed in on the 
outside with corrugated iron, ena- 
bling them to work every day eith- 
er ram or shine putting in the most 
modern machinery. Half the bat- 
teries are already in position. The 
stamps weigh 850 pounds requir 
ing the battery blocks to be made 
in the strongest possible manner. 
It may surprise the operators and 
builders of old style mills when we 
tell them that it requires nearly 
forty-five thousand feet of lumber 
for the battery blocks of this big 
mill. Then let us think for a mo- 
ment the large amount of ore this 
it will crush in a day. Each stamp 
as before stated weighs 850 pounds 
and will drop 90 times «to the min- 
ute, making the capacity of the 
mill 480 tons a day. The wheel 
house is in the centei\of the build- 
ing having two small but powerful 
wheels to run the machinery. Ore 
is being taken out and piled conve- 
niently to the railroad tracks which 
run to the mill. It is rich and 
plentiful. Another new four foot 
vein was found last week on the 
right of the branch in entirely new 
diggings. The rock foundation 
will soon be ready for the chlorina- 
tion plant, building to., be about. 
] 2.6. feet square..
